Fifty-eight years had _ passed 
since that memorable day of ‘48, 
which was the real beginning of 
San Francisco’s prosperity. The 
city grew until it became the com- 
mercial capital of the west coast, 
The lawless days of the go!d rush 
had become only slightly more cir: 
cumspect, and at the beginning of 
the twentieth century it was a joy- 
ous pleasure loving city—the “Bo- 
hemia” of America. The Paris of 
the Pacific. ‘ 

Gambling was rife and glittering 
dance halls flourished. The “Par- 
bary Coast” and the famous ‘Cock- 
tail Route” were the rendezvous of 
notables and the haunt of convivial 
characters. Blazing electric signs 
threw out their glow of welcome to 
all—rich and poor alike—the sinner 
and the saint. ‘“Campi’s,” ‘“Cae- 
sar's,” “Neptune,” “Midway,” “Tha- 
lia,” “Pup,” “Fly Trap,’ and ‘The 
Poodle Dog,” all paid their tribute 
in gold to a city government that 
was honeycombed with graft. 

And just a few blocks away, yet 
separated by centuries of creed 
and custom, was Chinatown—the 
capital of California’s fifty thou- 
sand Chinese population. All the 
lure of the East was there, with lit- 
tle that was good and much that 
was evil. Gambling rooms, opium 
dens, stores that were legitimately 
business, and houses whose busi- 
ness was illegitimate—all were cen- 
tered in this section that outward- 
ly was under civil jurisdiction but 
actually not at all governed by its 
laws and ordinances. 

But even. as San Vrancisco ever 
prospered and was well on the way 
to fulfill the brilliant destiny that 
was before her, the glory of the 
ancient Spanish founders grew dim. 
There indolent lives, the traditional 
love of comfort that had been hand- 
ed down from one generation to an- 
other could not or would not com- 
pete with the active, growing civili- 
zation that was creeping upon them 
from the city below. 

At the old Vasquez ranch high 
in the hills overlooking not only 
the encroaching city. but the bay be- 
yond and even the Farralon Islands

Quashing of the charges by |

tions that followed the dynamiting 
of the Los Angeles aqueduct in 
the Owens Valley water war. Al 
Contra Costa grany jury indict- 
ment charging him with illegal 
possession and transportation of, 
explosives was dismissed in Mar- | 
tinez several weeks ago. 

Watson was first arrested on a! 
Contra Costa chatge preferred by! 
A. J. Del Valle, chief of the Los | 
Angeles’ Water and Power Bu- 
reau, the complaint being ba 
following discovery of an wgex- | 
ploded box of dynamite in an ex-; 
plosion-torn section of No Name} 
Canyon. Authorities claimed that | 
this box of dynamite was one of| 
a lot of explosives that had been 
purchased by Watson at the Her- 
cules Powder Company. Subse- 
quently a grand jury indictment 
against him was voted. Originally ! 
a complaint was filed against | 
Betker but it was dismissed and | 
he was not taken into custody. 

Following the voting of the 
Contra Costa indictment Oakland 
police officials arrested Watson 
and Betker, who accompanied the 
major from Bakersfield, on charges 
of reckless handling of explosives, 
claiming that the men had stored 
more’ than 700 pounds of explo- 
‘sives in a parking station in the 
heart of Oakland. .
